EEC raps 
surcharge 


GENEVA (Reuter), — The En- 
ropean Common Market yesterday 
attacked President Nixon’s foreign 
trade policies aimed at protecting 
the U.S. economy and said the 
dollar's present ills were not the 
fault of the rest of the world. 

Mr. Ralf Dahrendorf, the Eu- 
ropean Hconomic Community's ἘΠ - 
ecutive Commissioner for External 
Affairs, demanded on behalf of the 
six-nation body that the U.S. abolish 
the 10 per cert import surcharge 
“In the shortest possible time.” 

He told a special meeting here 
of the Council of the General Agree~ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade (Gatt) 
that the Six also demanded the U.S.

Be added that the HEC. chal~ 
lenged the legality of the American 
trade measures. Dahrendorf, a West 
German, said the current economic 
situation was the result of policies 
followed by the U.S. and not the 
fault of the rest of the world. 

‘The Common Market Six also 
reserved their right under Gatt rules 
to retaliate against the American 
measures, Mr, Dahrendorf said 

US. Deputy Under-Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs Na~ 
thaniel Samuels was scheduled to 
explain to the delegates President 
Nixon's new economic policy. 

Samuels was expected to explain 
in particular the U.S. views on how 
long and under what conditions 
President Nixon’s most disputed 
Measure of a temporary 10 per cent 
surcharge on imports will be main- 
tained. 

Technically, the surcharge {s a 
violation of the Gatt Convention, 
which allows a country to restrict 
imports in quantity or total value 
in cases of balance of payments 
difficulties.

Sapir defends policy against 
᾿ Ben-Aharon and Mapam

TEL AVIV. Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir last night vigorously 
denied that he had raised the prices 
of basic commodities following de- 
valuation only in order to increase 
‘the ‘Treasury's revenue. He told 
a@ meeting of the Alignment Eco- 
nomic Affairs Committee that the 
change in the exchange rate had 
increased Government spending on 
subsidies for basic products by 

1140m., to a total of IL230m. 

Mr, Sapir found himself defend- 
ing his policies in the face of the 
combined criticism of Histadrut Sec- 
retary-General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon 
and Mapam. 

Dismissing charges of widespread 
suffering by workers, Mr. Sapir said 
hig caleviations indicated that the 
monthly budget οὗ the average 
working family of four persons 
would go up only by another 
11.10.80 monthly asaresuit of the 
Government's price increases. The 
Minister said his estimates showed 
that the price index would 
go up by five points in the coming 
year as a result of the new wave 
of price increases. He asked that 
the Alignment back his demand to 


subtract these five points resulting. 


from the devaluation policy when 
it came to calculate the next cost- 
of-living allowance payment in Ja- 
nuary. He claimed that in the past 
seven months the index only went 
up by four per cent compared to 
3.5 p.c. in the same period in 1970. 


BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 

Mr. Sapir sald: “Naturally deva- 
luation must cause a storm. If no 
one was hurt by it then it would 
have been useless. We did it to 
avold our exports being harmed, 
and to cut importa.” He predicted 
that by next year Israel's balance 
of payments deficit would have been 
reduced by $150m.-$200m. (out of 
a total deficit of $1,400m.) 

Mr, Ben-Aharon accused the Gov- 
ernment of having ignored the His- 
tadrut in reaching its decisions. “We 
ali hope for the devaluation policy’s 
success, but we also demand due 
consuitations and to be treated as 
partners," Mr, Ben-Aharon said. 

The labour federation officially in- 
sisted on cancelling the price in- 
creases of the four basic commo- 
dities. As for Mr. Sapir’s demand 
to exclude the five points from the 
index, Mr. Ben-Aharon cried: “What 
are we sitting here for? If we 
are already being presented with 
established facts without a discus- 
sion, then are we only here to. 
act as a rubber stamp?” 

Blaborating on his criticiam of 
Mr, Sapir’s policies, the Histadrut 
chief quoted economists who dis- 

. Sented from the view that Presi- 
dent Nixon's policies justified the 
devaluation of the Israel pound. 
Likewise they challenged Mr. Sa- 


The Histadrut chief urged the 
Alignment to keep faith with its 


election commitment to maintdin 
the integrity of the c-o-] allowance 
payment mechanism. Mr. Ben-Aha- 
ron attacked the Government for 
having decided on new social wel- 
fare grant levels without first con- 
sulting the Bistadrut. “We have an 
agreement which calls for due con- 
sultationg and not for dictation,” 
he complained. 


REDUCE PRESSURE 


The Governor. of the Bank of 
Israel, Mr. David Horowitz, sprang 
to Mr. Sapir’s defence, saying that 
without devaluation prices would 
have shot up even further. Now, he 
trusted, devaluation would reduce 
the pressure of consumer demand 
on supplies. He remarked on Is- 
rael's conservatism in respect of its 
inflexible clinging to one rate of ex- 
change.

Public on shopping spree 


to beat price rise

TEL AVIV. — Several days after 
devaluation, retailers are sifil doing 
very brisk business, with shoppers 
flocking μὴ furnit ὑμῖν: electrical ap- 
pitances, clothing, shoe and even toy 
stores. With demand constantly on 
the rise, however, supply is alack 
and shortages are felt in many 
businesses. 
‘Many showcases along the main 
streets in town feature 
hand-painted signs and notices pro- 
claiming that merchandise is still 
being sold at pre-devaluation prices. 
Most shoppers admit that ‘they are 
attracted by such. pubiicity, even if 
the goods in question are protected 
against price bikes by Government 
directives. Shopkeepers, on the other 
hand, are making handsome profits 
even if officially they do not raise 
iprices. One television sale#man in 
Allenby Road, who told The Jeru- 


businessmen are reluctant to sell 
any merchandise on the instalment 
plan. They demand cash and hardiy 
give any credit at all, 

Retailers, however, have their 
eompleints too, the major one being 
that wholesalers are simpiy not 
sending them any new supplies. 
‘Importers and local manufacturers 
who use various imported parts in 
their products withhohi goods from 
the market, often because they are 
not sure about the amount of duty 
due on goods already in stock. Some 
wholesalers prefer holding on to the 
merchandise with the hope that 
they will be able to sell it for higher 
prices at-e later date. 

The situation in the supermarkets 
15 far calmer after the rush of 
shopping immediately after the 
news of devaluation. Some products, 
such as rice, which simply disap- 
peared off the shelves after the 
near-panic shopping, are agein in 
plentiful supply. 

Meanwhile the Israel Consumers’ 
Association Executive, which met 
here yesterday, branded the price 
hike on basic food items as “un- 
justitied even in view of the deva- 
uation.” The Association feels that

Situation not so gloomy— [565] to expand 
despite exporters’ complaints

Exporters are appealing against 
the new export incentive, because 
Yt has been increased by less than 
half the 20 per cent devaluation, 
they claim. 

The Export Institute has demand~ 
ed a meeting with Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir. Its members argue 
that increased costs of materials 
(resulting from the higher price of 
the dollar) will eat up ail the ai- 
vantages of the devaluation. 

However, Mr. Uzi Nedivi, Deputy 
Director of the Foreign Trade Divi- 
sion in the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry, explained to newsmen 
yesterday that exporters are the 
only sector who are better off (if 
only by 8 little) after the devalua- 
tion. They will recelve 5.10 per 
dollar of added value, instead of 
TLA.70, ‘The change can be translat~ 
ed as follows: previously the effec- 
five exchange-rate for the import 
component (including the 20 per 
cent import levy) was 17.4.20. As- 
suming a 50 per cent added value, 
the export exchange-rate came to 
14.45. per dollar of sales. ~ 

Today the import exchange-rate 
(including, again, the Import levy) 
is 05.04 per dollar, and the export 
exchange-rate (if the added value 
ls half) comes to TL5.07. ‘The dif- 
ference between the effective ex- 
change-rate for imports and exports 
ig much _ -reduced almost 
negligible. 


According to Mr. Nedivi, the ex- 
porters are worried about problems 
that will arise in the future — the 


ment is basing its policies on the 
problems that exist at this mo-

The situation was admittedly 
tough, but mot as tough as some 
people make out. 'The 10 per cent 

surcharge in the US. will 
seriously affect goods accounting for 
only $1im. out of Israel's $150m. of 
exports to America (certain cate- 
gories of clothing, basic metals, 
pipes, rubber and plastics). Reports 
indicated that in many branches 
importers are carrying part of the 
extra cost, 

OTHER CURRENCIES ‘UP 

Anyway, Israel's competitive posi- 
tion would depend on the situation 
of her competitors, said Mr. Nedivi. 
The ‘sraeli pound was devalued, 
whereas currencies are going up, 
making their goods more expensive 
in the U.S. 

Turning to other markets, Mr. 
Nedivi pointed out that tf Japan 
loses sales in America, she will cer- 
tainly increase her pressure in Hu- 
rope. But Israel does not generally 
compete with the kind of product 
Japan exports, and also, Israel en- 
joys a tariff preference in the Com- 
mon Market, as against Japan. 

Mr. Nedivi adds that there is no 
sign of a recession in the U.S., 80 
the outlook for Israel’s trade is not 
580 gloomy — provided she is not hit 
by 8 bout of wage inflation, pricing 
her out of world markets. “As Mr, 
Sapir said, the fate of our exports 
will be decided by what happens at 
home,” he concluded.
